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LAW GOVERNINa THE STATE HISTORICAL SOCIETY 

OF MISSOURI 

REVISED STATUTES OF MISSOUBI, 1899, CHAPTER 112. 

See. 7533. Society Made Trustee for the State. — The State historical society 
of Missouri, heretofore organized under the laws of this state, shall be the trustee 
of this state, and as such shall hold all its present and future collections and 
property for the state, and shall not mortgage or deed In trust any of Its property 
or sell any of such property except by way of exchange for property of equal 
value or for reinvestment. There shall continue to be an executive committee 
of said society, to consist of as many members as is or may be provided in the 
constitution of said society, and to have the same powers as the present exec- 
utive committee. 

Sec. 7534. Duties of the Society, — It shall be the duty of the Society to 
collect books, maps, and other papers and material for the study of history, espec- 
ially of this state and of the middle west; to acquire narratives and records of 
the pioneers, to procure documents, manuscripts and portraits, and to gather all 
information calculated to exhibit faithfully the antiquities and the past and 
present condition, resources and progress of this state; to cause its collections 
to be properly bound and preserved; to conduct a library of historical reference, 
and to publish from time to time reports of its collections and such other matters 
as may tend to diffuse information relative to the history of this region; and to 
keep the rooms containing the collections of said society open at all reasonable 
hours on business days for the reception of the citizens of this state, without 
fee. 

Sec, 7535. Shall Report to the Governor^Department Reports, Etc., to be 
Furnished to the Society, — The executive committee of said society shall keep 
an accurate account of the expenditure of all money which may be appropriated 
for the purposes of the society, and report biennially to the governor a detailed 
statement of such expenditure. To enable the society to augment its collections 
by effecting exchanges with other societies and Institutions, sixty bound copies 
each of the several publications of the state, and of its society and institutions, 
except the reports of the supreme court and the courts of appeals, shall be and 
the same are hereby donated to said society as they shall be issued, the same 
to be delivered to the society by the secretary of state or other ofllcer having 
the custody of the same; to include, also, for deposit in its collections, one set 
of all the publications of the state, including those heretofore issued, so far as 
possible, not excepting the reports of the supreme court and of the courts of 
appeal. 



HISTORICAL MATERIAL DESIRED BY THE STATE 
HISTORICAL SOCIETY OF MISSOURI 

The Constitution of the State Historical Society of Missouri provides that 
"its object shall be the collection, preservation, exhibition and publication of 
materials for the study of history, especially the history of this state and of the 
Middle West.*' In realizing this object the Society desires in the first place to 
collect everything that can in any way shed light upon the history of Missouri, 
from its earliest settlement to the present time. It is often the case that such 
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material, which is of little or no importance to the individual who possesses it, 
becomes of great value when incorporated as a part of a library of reference on 
all historical matters. With a view to encouraging the contribution of such ma- 
terial to its library, the State Historical Society publishes the following list 
of objects particularly desired by the Society: 

1. Books and pamphlets relating to Missouri or to any of its subdivisions; 
county or other local histories or narratives. 

2. Books and pamphlets written by Missourians. The Society possesses one 
of the most extensive collections of books by Missouri authors in existence, and 
desires to make the same as complete as possible. 

3. Manuscripts: Any original documents containing accounts of the early 
settlements of Missouri or the Louisiana Territory; or of the various move- 
ments affecting the history of the State or in which its citizens have participated, 
from the early relations with the Indians through the French and Spanish pe- 
riods to the events that have occurred under American rule. Old letters. Jour- 
nals and accounts written by pioneers are especially desired. The Society has 
the use of a fire-proof vault in which valuable manuscripts will he preserved. 

4. Official State Reports and Documents: Copies of the Revised Statutes, 
Session Acts, Journals and Appendixes of the Territorial and early State Legis- 
latures; Messages of the Governors and Reports of State Officers, Boards and 
Commissions and of the State educational, charitable, eleemosynary and penal 
and reformatory institutions. 

5. Reports and Documents of Counties, Cities, etc., Ordinances, Journals 
and Reports of City Councils. Reports of Mayor and other City Officials. Re- 
ports of Boards of Health, Fire and Police Departments, Reports of Boards of 
Trade and Commercial and Business Men's Associations. Plats of town sites 
and additions thereto. 

6. Reports and documents of Educational Institutions: Catalogues, 
Schemes of Studies, Reports, Bulletins, etc., of Universities, Colleges, Academies 
and Public Schools; Reports of School Boards, School Superintendents, College 
and School Associations, Teachers' Associations, Students' Clubs and Associa- 
tions, University Extension Societies, and anything which touches upon the ed- 
ucational life of the State. 

7. Reports of Societies and Organizations: Annual and other reports of all 
kinds of social, religious, industrial and political organizations; reports and pub- 
lished documents of fraternal societies, literary associations, press associations, 
athletic organizations, women's clubs, social clubs, etc.; reports of all religious 
bodies, sjnaods, conferences, conventions and associations; reports of railroads, 
manufacturing companies and commercial corporations; reports of agricultural 
and horticultural organizations, and of all meetings and proceedings connected 
with the development of the industrial, commercial, agricultural, mineral or 
other resources of the State; reports, platforms, declarations, etc., of all polit- 
ical parties. 

8. Files of Missouri Newspapers and Periodicals: The Society is now re- 
ceiving and binding over seven hundred newspapers representing ;, every 
county in Missouri. Complete volumes of the issues of past years of all Mis- 
souri newspapers are especially desired. 

9. Maps, Engravings, Paintings, Photographs, etc.: Maps of the Louisiana 
Purchase Territory, of Missouri, of Counties, Townships, Cities, etc.; Pictures of 
any kind representing historic places, buildings, etc. 

10. Historical Relics: Photographs and other portraits of pioneers and 
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distinguished citizens; Autographs of the same; Medals; Coins; War Relics; 
Old Arms, Weapons, etc.; Historical Souvenirs of all kinds. 

11. Indian Relics: Stone Axes, Spears, Arrow Heads, Pottery, Weapons, 
Costumes, Ornaments, etc. 

The Society cordially invites all persons to assist it in developing a great 
State historical library and museum by contributing any of the above objects 
or anything that has any bearing upon the history of Missouri. The Society 
will defray all freight charges upon such donations and all contributions will 
be credited to the donors, in the official reports made by this Society to the Gov- 
ernor of the State, and will be preserved and made accessible to all the people.

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REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

To His Excellency y Joseph W, Folk^ Governor of Missouri^ and to the 

Forty-third General Assembly of Missouri: 

Complying with the requirements of sections 7535 and 7717 of 
the Revised Statutes of Missouri, 1899<, I have the honor on behalf 
of the Executive Committee of the State Historical Society of Mis- 
souri to submit herewith a report for the biennial period ending De- 
cember 31, 1904. 

The past biennial period has been a successful one for the So- 
ciety — successful in building up its library, and in an increased use 
of it; in the exhibits made by it at the World's Fair, and the conse- 
quent larger number of persons who have come in contact with its 
work and become interested in it. 

The society brought together and prepared for exhibition at the 
World's Fair the publications of nearly all the newspapers and other 
periodicals of the State for the year 1903, many of which also in- 
cluded former years, the magnitude of which work can be realized 
from the fact that these volumes contain more than 42,000 different is- 
sues, the daily mail of the Society often exceeding 260 pieces. It 
also brought together for the same exhibit the very large collection 
of publications by Missouri authors. The preparation of the cata- 
log of these two exhibits was no light task and required much ex- 
tra time. That the exhibits were valuable and creditable is attested 
by the fact that the Society was given a Grand Prize and the Secre- 
tary a Silver Medal. 

NEWSPAPERS. 

Perhaps the majority of persons who are in the habit of daily 
reading the newspapers and then throwing them in the waste basket 
do not appreciate the importance of the preservation of files of them ; 
and yet these same persons are greatly interested when they see a 
volume of them fifty to a hundred years old. 
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A few years ago the librarian of the Montana Historical So- 
ciety obtained the opinions of the leading historical librarians of the 
country as to the value of newspapers, and I will quote from some 
of them. 

Warren Upham of the Minnesota Historical Society wrote that 
his society had collected and preserved all newspapers published in 
the territory and State since 1849 and said "this department of the 
library is a priceless treasury of materials for future historians. All 
of our nearly 450 state newspapers regularly received by oiir Society's 
library are bound for permanent preservation and we now have 
about 3,900 of these bound newspaper volumes. They are much 
consulted, even those of the small and distant towns; and we re- 
gard them as the most useful source of history for future research. 
Kansas surpasses us in this work and Wisconsin does three-fourths 
as much as our Society." 

William Engle, State Librarian of Pennsylvania says : "We bind 
500 volumes. What to-day seems worthless, in 10, 20, or 50 years 
from now may be considered priceless volumes. Fifty or sixty 
years ago many of our state publications were either unbound or 
bound in paper ; the result has been that of many of these no copies 
exist and some of them would to-day be worth their weight in gold 
if they could be obtained." 

Nebraska State Historical Society: "I regard the newspaper 
as the most valuable record of the local records of the State, and 
would advise you not to throw away a single copy of any paper. I 
am hunting now high and low for old papers of any description of 
Nebraska, and they are the hardest things to find you ever hunted 
for. We are now trying to save every issue of every paper. The 
papers of a town are the only reference books of the contemporary 
history of a town in which they are printed and. they will be needed 
as sources of history by and by." 

Similar opinions were expressed by the librarians of Ohio, Con- 
necticut, Kansas and other states. 

Newspapers have the sole record of thousands of facts, and any pa- 
per, even the most obscure, may have in its advertising or local news 
columns data that will in future years be of great value to some in- 
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dividual. Few persons except publishers preserve files of papers, 
and these are often lost by fire leaving no known file in existence; 
as illustrating this fact it may be stated that J. West Goodwin of 
Sedalia has for years offered a silk dress to any one who will bring 
him a single number of a newspaper that was printed at Georgetown 
the former county seat, before the civil war, but he has never ob- 
tained a copy. 

The law establishing the Historical Society of Montana pro- 
vided that it should procure files of all newspapers that had been or 
should thereafter be printed in the territory, and also a copy of every 
book, pamphlet and magazine published in the territory. While 
this could not now be done by our Society of those that have been 
published in Missouri, yet there should be a constant effort towards 
that end, and funds given by the State to purchase as opportunity of- 
fers. The files of the Missouri Intelligencer and Boon's Lick Adver- 
tiser published in Franklin, Fayette and Columbia, its successor 
the Columbia Patriot, and the successor of that again the Co- 
lumbia Statesman, all of which are in the library of the Society and 
covering the time from 1819 to the present, are consulted almost 
daily by investigators, some of whom come to Columbia for that 
special purpose. 

JEFFERSON CITY NEWSPAPER FILES. 

The Society is getting regularly a large number of Missouri 
periodicals, and when these that are now being bound up become a 
hundred years old they will be of more value and of more interest than 
they are now. The Society is very desirous of obtaining the news- 
papers of years ago from all over the state, and it now has a valua- 
ble collection from each of several counties. I will give the list of such 
that were published in Jefferson City, most of which were donated 
to the Society by E. W. Stephens, of Columbia, Mrs. W. H. Lusk 
and the Tribune Printing Co., of Jefferson City: 

Jefferson Enquirer and Inquirer, 1840-1861, 16 volumes. 

Jeffersonian Republican, 1841-1844, 2 volumes. 

The Metropolitan, 1841-1850, 3 volumes. 

Jefferson Examiner, 1852-1859, 2 volumes. 

Daily Jefferson Inquirer, 1856-1861, 3 volumes. 
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The People's Tribune, 1865-1883, 18 volumes. 

The State Journal, 1872^1880, 7 volumes. 

Daily State Journal, 1873-18«4, 17 volumes. 

The Paily Tribune, 1873-1904, 86 volumes. 

The Daily Eclipse, 1879-1881, 3 volumes. 

Evening State Journal, 1880-, 1 volume. 

Jefferson City Tribune, 1884-1904, 2-2 volumes. 

Missouri School Journal, 1891-1903, 12 volumes. 

These having been published at the State Capitol, and cover- 
ing a period of sixty-four years, cannot be prized too highly, and will 
often be consulted when it is known that the Society has such a mine 
of state and local history, as these 192 bound volumes contain. 

PAMPHLETS. 

Pamphlets and in general any publication that has only paper 
binding are generally underrated. Such are used for kindling fires 
or otherwise destroyed by persons who would not think of destroy- 
ing them if they had any kind of book binding. Wm. F. Poole, the 
well known librarian, says "we can make no reasonable guess as to 
which of the books and pamphlets of our day will be rare and 
priceless 200 years hence; but of this we may rest assured — that 
many such will be publications which we now regard as trifles or 
trash." If we consider the high authority for such an opinion, we 
will not agree with the off-hand decision of those who say about 
publications "Oh, that is not worth keeping." A celebrated col- 
lection of pamphlets was made in an early day in England, and 
many things that could have been obtained for nothing were rejected 
as not worth preservation, and yet the British Museum which has 
come in possession of the collection is offering large prices for many 
that were rejected as not worth the room they would occupy. One 
of the most notable collections in Europe is known as the Thomason 
Tracts in the British Museum, consisting of 30,000 pamphlets, cir- 
culars, prospectuses, broadsides, programs and what not — Histor- 
ians are using them as an inexhaustible mine of material. These 
are old enough to have ceased to be commonplace, and are of in- 
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terest to any person, but we must not forget that the common- 
places of today will be treasures of a future generation. 

Webster said of pamphlets "they have the elements of history.'-* 
and in the formation of our library this fact has been kept promi- 
nent, and special efforts have been made to accumulate pam- 
phlets relating to all possible subjects touching in any way on the his- 
tory of our State or of any interest connected with it. 

BIOGRAPHIES, 

The papers received by the Society are read daily and if his- 
torical accounts or biographies of old citizens, are found an extra 
copy is requested from the publisher for the scrap book collection. 
These clippings properly credited to the paper publishing them will 
be mounted on suitable paper, classified and made into bound vol- 
umes. These papers sent for clipping are rapidly accumulating, but 
it is impossible to cut and mount the clippings until we have an 
appropriation sufficient to employ additional help; sometimes it is 
not possible for us to look over the papers to see if extra copies are 
wanted. 

Carlyle said that history is the essence of individual biographies, 
and when we have accumulated thousands of these, and have them 
properly arranged and indexed the future historian cannot afford to 
neglect them. The Society is not established for the purpose of 
furnishing a historian, and does not yet have funds to employ per- 
sons who can give time to write history, but it does aim to collect 
the individual experiences and the events of special importance so 
that some one hereafter will out of it all evolve a history of our 
times and our people. 

WORLD'S FAIR EXHIBITS. 

By the help of the Missouri Commission the Society made two 
exhibits at the World's Fair; one of the periodicals of Missouri of 
the year 190'3, consisting of 928 bound volumes, the other of 1855 
different publications by Missouri authors. In making the latter ex- 
hibit the St. Louis Public Library and the Mercantile Library of the 
same city kindly loaned us books that we did not have in our own li- 
brary, the number of publications from them being about 325 vol- 
umes. 
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The Missouri Commission also assisted in getting from editors 
their periodical publications for the year, sending out for this pur- 
pose three different letters, requesting the papers sent to the Society 
and enclosing in each a prepaid envelope for an answer. From a 
few neither papers nor answer was received, but the editors of the 
state very generally sent their publications, and are continuing to 
do so. The Society did not have funds to bind the periodicals of 
the year, but the Missouri Commission had this done for the So- 
ciety and had 277 unbound books and pamphlets bound for the ex- 
hibit of Missouri authors. It also obtained donations from pub- 
lishers of quite a number of books by Missouri authors, a list of 
which accompanies this report, and assisted in other ways mater- 
ially in making the -exhibits. 

BIBLIOGRAPHY OF OFFICIAL PUBLICATIONS. 

R. R. Bowker, editor of the Library Journal, the Publishers' 
Weekly and various other periodicals has for some years been en- 
gaged upon the publication of a series of bibliographies of State of- 
ficial publications. Part I was of the New England States, Part II of 
the North Central States, and Missouri will be the leading State of Part 
III. The publications are made by Mr. Bowker as a matter of interest 
in the subject, and of pride in the accomplishment of an object 
much more difficult than at first imagined, and from which he can- 
not expect a return of the expenses of the printing much less of pay 
for the work of himself and his employees. The Missouri part of 
the work has been furnished by the Secretary of the Society filling 
fifty-two pages of the publication, the extent of which will be a sur- 
prise to most persons that so many publications have been made by 
the State. The bibliography will be of benefit to libraries, and the 
Society did not have funds to issue it as a society publication. 

TRAVELING LIBRARY. 

So soon as the funds of the Society will permit it a traveling 
library of books relating to the history of the State, consisting of 
say fifteen or twenty volumes to be loaned for a period of three months 
to clubs that would make special use of it, should be provided ; of 
course these books would have to be provided especially for this 
purpose as volumes from the regular library could not be spared. 
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GROWTH. 

At the date of the biennial report two years ago the library of the - 
Society consisted of S,8ii volumes and 12,873 pamphlets. In addition 
to these the duplicates numbered 4,100 books and 12,140 pamphlets. 
During the two years the accession list has grown to 9,411, an in- 
crease of 4,700 volumes. During the same time the Society received 
5,505 books and bound periodicals, and 14,986 pamphlets, a total of 
20,491 publications. With the clerical help the Society has had it is 
not possible to properly classify the pamphlets and tell the number 
that are not duplicates. The increase during the biennial period has 
been eminently satisfactory, considering the means placed at the com- 
mand of the Society, but which could not have been realized if the 
Missouri World's Fair Commission had not agreed to add a sum not 
exceeding $2,000 to the amount granted by the legislature two years 
ago. .

All donations of books, pamphlets, etc., are duly acknowledged in a snbse- 
quenl part of tkis report Where the publication is given by the author that 
fact is noted. Some of the gifts are important enough for a special mention. 

Jfr. TT. T. Carrington, State Superintendent of schools, in addition to the 60 
copies of various publications made from his office gave 30 books and 356 
pamphlet reports and publications of this and other states. 

Judge W. 8. Pratt, Columbia, 99 books and 16 pamphlets, many of them of ear- 
lier publications not now easily obtainable; also a daguerreotype of Dr. E. 
H. LefEingwell, professor of chemistry in the University of Missouri in 1848. 

Grand Lodge A. F. d A, If., through the Secretary, the late Dr. Vincil, 27 vol- 
umes of its proceedings. 

Dr, B. D*B. Cutler, Glenwood, fifteen volumes of the Olenwood Criterion, and 
7 volumes of other newspapers, 227 books, 2 pamphlets, an atlas and a civil 
war relic 

G. O. Hardeman, Grays Summit, Mo., many newspaper clippings, 13 volumes 
of Geological Survey reports of Missouri, Constitution of 1820 published in 
that year, and many other books.

Denton J. 8nider, St. Louis, nearly a complete collection of his works in 27 
volumes. 

W. L. Thomas, Maplewood, 33 volumes of periodicals with whose publication he 
was connected, bound in 25 volumes. 

Art Metal Construction Company, St. Louis, the metal roller shelving for news- 
papers containing our exhibit of periodicals at the World's Fair was much 
admired by visitors to the Missouri building. It was donated to the Society 
by the manufacturers, and was not seriously damaged by the fire in the 
Missouri building. 

Wm. G. Bek, Hermann, presented many books and periodicals that formerly 
belonged to his father's (Rev. Wm. Bek) library; obtained nearly four hun- 
dred publications from the Gasconade County Court; and procured a 
large donation from Mrs. Dr. J. Haffner of Hermann. There were in all, 
exclusive of the latter, 97 volumes of periodicals, 3 atlases, 5 manuscripts, 
380 books and 104 unbound books and pamphlets. 

Mrs. Dr. J. Haffner, Hermann, a collection of German publications, 65 books, 
30 pamphlets, 12 bound periodicals and 35 unbound volumes. 

Walter Williams, Columbia, 50 serial numbers, 25 books and 421 pamphlets, 
and many favors of great value to the Society. He has also deposited 
with it 1017 photographs and engravings of Missouri scenes and objects, 
obtained in the preparation of "The State of Missouri." 
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W. C. Breckenridge, St Louis, 63 serial numbers, 12 books and 327 pamphlets, 
and as in the case of Mr. Williams, many other favors, by obtaining con- 
tributions credited directly to other persons, and giving his time to as- 
sisting with the exhibit at the World's Fair. He and Mr. Williams were 
efficient in saving the exhibits at the time of the fire in the Missouri build- 
ing, and without them the loss would have been serious. 

The publications collected by the Secretary of 15 books and 1135 pamphlets 
were made by him at the World's Fair, and from various sources in and 
out of the State, in addition to many other accessions in which credit is 
given to persons from whom they were obtained. 



NEEDS OF THE SOCIETY FOR THE NEXT BIENNIAL 

PERIOD. 

Salaries, $6,960. 

This is distributed as follows: 

Secretary and Librarian $2,000 a year $4,000

It is not possible with the present force to make use of a g^eat 
amount of our duplicate material in exchanges. With more help the li- 
brary will grow much more rapidly, and more assistance can be 
given to those who consult the library for historical investigations. 
Binding, $1,600. 

We had bound for the World's Fair exhibit 928 volumes and 
also 277 books not included in this list. This could not have been 
done if the Missouri Commission had not done it for us. The cur- 
rent periodicals received by the Society number about the same as 
during the year 1903, and to bind the periodicals of the years 1904 
and 1905 will require about 1500 volumes. The Society now has 
a large number of unbound volumes of old newspapers, and the prom- 
ise of further valuable donations, and the amount asked will not be 
sufficient to do all the binding that should be done. 
Printing, $i,000. 

The Society has held four annual meetings and valuable histori- 
cal papers have been presented and read. Those of only one meet- 
ing have been printed. Other states, even such young ones as Mon- 
tana, publish creditable volumes of transactions, and our State 
should not lag behind others. The Society can obtain the official 
publications of different states in exchange for those of Missouri, 
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but to get those of historical societies we should publish a series of 
quarterly or annual publications containing the papers read at the an- 
nual meetings and other matters worthy of preservation. 
Purchase of Books ^ $1,250. 

The State of Wisconsin gives its Society $6,000 per year for 
books and an effort is being made to have this amount increased. 
While much can be accomplished by donations it is simply impossible 
to get the books we ought to have without a fund for that purpose. 
Cataloging, $900. 

The Wisconsin Society has employed for years one person on the 
catalog, and part of the time two. Two years ago the University 
librarian estimated the cost of cataloging the library we then had 
at $d,dS5. If immediate provision is not made to catalog the entire 
library that part relating to Missouri should be provided for and 
the amount asked will allow a beginning at this work. 
Contingent Fund, {1,500. 

For postage, stationery, freight, expressage, traveling expenses 
and other incidentals the expenses amount to considerable, and the 
work of collecting material in the State can be very much bene- 
fited by personal visits to various counties, perhaps to a greater ex- 
tent than for almost any other purpose for the same expenditure. 
The Society pays freight or express charges on donations and ex- 
changes sent to the Society, and these amount to a considerable sum, 
but they are small in comparison with the value of the material re- 
ceived. 
Summary for two years: 

Salaries and Labor $6,960 

Binding 1,600 

Printing 1,000 

Purchase of Books 1,260 

Cataloging 900 

Contingent Expense 1,600 

Total $13,210 

If we compare this amount with appropriations made for the 
State Historical Society by Wisconsin we will find it about one 
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fourth as much as given by that State. It pays the secretary, li- 
brarian and assistant librarian directly on state pay roll. It pays for 
or furnishes the stationery, printing and binding. It makes a standing 
appropriation of $5,000 per year for the purchase of books, and in ad^ 
dition to all these it gives $16,000 per year, the total for the biennial 
period being about fifty thousand dollars. 

LIBRARY BUILDING. 

An adequate fireproof library building is a most pressing need 
of this Society. The State University is equally in need of such a 
structure for the accommodation of its library and the building 
could be constructed for the joint use of these institutions. The 
biennial report of the board of curators will doubtless show how in- 
adequate the present facilities are to the needs of the students and 
the preservation of the books. As regards this Society it may be 
safely asserted that the present conditions limit its development and 
usefulness and place its library and collections in serious jeopardy. 
Its library, which now consists of about 25,000 volumes, has been 
brought together without cost to the State except for the running 
expenses of the library. It represents the results of 35 years col- 
lection of books and pamphlets pertaining to the people, industries 
and institutions of Missouri and is invaluable, since it could not be re- 
placed. This library is now located in five small rooms in Academic 
Hall which have been set aside for the use of the Society by the cura- 
tors of the University. The rooms are entirely inadequate but the 
curators are unable to give additional space. Moreover, the build- 
ing is not fireproof and this priceless material is subject to destruction. 
The force of this danger will be appreciated by those who remember 
the loss entailed by the destruction of the State Capitol in 1837. As 
an example of the value of the Society's library it may be indicated 
that its collection of official publications of this State is more com- 
plete than that at the State Capitol. 

Finally it may be pointed out if a fireproof building is con- 
structed, one floor may be set aside as a Historical Museum^ and Gal- 
lery of Portraiture. Missouri is lacking in buildings in which his- 
torical material may be safely preserved. A large amount of his- 
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torical relics and documents are in the hands of private possessors 
and could be readily obtained by the State Historical Society if the 
latter had a safe place in which to preserve and exhibit the same. 
The younger and less wealthy State of Wisconsin has shown its 
appreciation of the value and importance of such collections by 
erecting" a magnificent structure at a cost of $600,000 for the joint 
use of the Wisconsin Historical Society and the Wisconsin Univer- 
sity library. Other states have made similar provision. Missouri 
must act quickly as owing to the lack of such a building much val- 
uable material is being destroyed or taken from the State. If it de- 
lays, the State will find that large appropriations will not suffice to 
secure such material. Todays it will be freely donated if its safe 
preservation can be guaranteed.
